MONROVIA SPEECH, AND THAT AMONG FORA UNDER CONSIDERATION 
IS LOCAL UNIVERSITY. SHOULD BE BORNE IN MIND THAT SPEECH WILL 
PROBABLY NOT BE FULL DRESS AFFAIR, AND MAY ONLY BE 25 TO 30 
MINUTES LONG. THIS RELATIVELY CASUAL APPROACH WILL PROBABLY 
RESTRICT CHOICES, AND WOULD PROBABLY ELIMINATE UNIVERSITY AS

THAT IF PROTOCOL IS TO HELP AT ALL, IT MUST BE DONE RIGHT, 

AND THAT WILL MEAN TAKING ALONG TWO OF HER HELPERS. I POINTED OUT TO 
CATTO THIS EVENING THAT THESE THREE PEOPLE WOULD COST US $2,000 
A PIECE FOR THIS EXERCISE, AND THAT WE HAVE BEEN UNDER SOME FIRE FROM 
SAFFIRE, ANDERSON, AND OTHERS FOR THE SYTLE IN WHICH WE TRAVEL. 
CATTO, AMICABLE BUT INSISTENT, SAID HE HAD TO SUPPORT LUCY; DO IT 
RIGHT OR NOT AT ALL. WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR CHECKING WITH LARRY TO 
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SEE IF HE THINKS THE COST IS REALLY AN ISSUE.
